The official list of mcmbeis of the 


nest House pf lleprosentatives shows 
th.it it will consist of 1G8 Democrats, 
153 Republicans and 4 Independents. 
The Independents are Anderson, of 
Iowa, Nichols, of North Carolina, Hop- 
kins, of Virginia, and Smith of Wiscon- 
sin. 


Some of the political prophets have 


reached the conclusion that because 
New York went Democratic in an off 
year, it would go the same way next 
year as the result of a Presidential can- 
vass. There is, of coarse, says the Bul- 
letin, from which the JOUENAL excerpts 
tbis article, some ground for that be- 
lief. New York has a larger floating 
vote than any other State in the Union. 
Witness the vote of Henry George a 
year ago and the vote a few days ago. 
"Who can tell where 30,000 of these 
floating votes will be cast next year? 
Of course there was a special interest 
enlisted in the New York election, be- 
cause of its supposed bearing on the 
Presidential eleotioa neit year. That 
State made Cleveland President, or 
ratber it was the pivotal State. 
But 


Ohio made Garfleld President. That is, 
it was well known that he would have 
the backing of that great State on the 
popular vote. Ohio and Pennsylvania 
have gone Republican. They will go 
the same way next year. 
Of these States 


there is hardly n doubt. 
If Ne# York 


was as steadfast to either party it could 
well enough be counted for the Democ- 
racy next year. But the record of the 
past few years shows that it is not stead- 
fast for any party. The floating vote 
baffles aft calculations. That £uct ia 
strikingly illustrated iu the two votes 
for Cleveland as Governor of New York 
and the other as President. John Sher- 
man has a comparatively stronger back- 
ing in Ohio than Cleveland has in NBW 
York. Blaine haa the backing of Maine 
and would probabty have that of nil the 
New England States. 


It may be true enough that the result 


of tho election in New York has render- 
ed certain the renomination of Cleve- 
land, But it is less than true as an in- 
ference that he will carry the State next 
year. 
Suppose there should be such a 


discrepancy iu the vote as occurred in 
the two instances when Cleveland ran 
for Governor and for President? 
Hal' 


tho falling off in the vote next year 
would give the State to tha Republicans. 
There is no ground foi the prediction 
that the Democratic party will rule for 
the nest twenty years. It is true that 
the party has the patronage of the Gov- 
ernment and that Civil Service ia not 
going for much just now. But patron- 
age cannot keep a paity together long. 
The Republican party could not depend 


pon it to any great extent, It depend

Bloodiest Battles of Modern Timet-. 


It is not uninteresting to state what 


aave been the bloodiest battles of the 
ast hundred years; tbat is, to compute 
the percentage of loss to the numbers 
engaged. Within the alloted time the 
Napoleonic battles came first. The bat- 
;le of liodi, Bonaparte's first brilliant 
success, was simply the daring passage 
of a bridge, and does not enter into the 
ompatation. 
Arcol Was the most san- 


;uiuary struggle of the Italian cam- 
paign. The forces engaged numbered 
ibout 70,000, and the loss was .about 
25,000, or abaut 25 per cent. 
At Rivoh 


.here were 80,000 men engaged, and 
he loss was 40,000, but 20,000 of these 
jonsisted of Austrians -who surrendered 
o Napoleon, so that the rt>al loss was 
only 15 per cost. 


After Bonaparte's return from Egypt 


IB fought the battle of Morengo. In 
t3 results this was one of the most mo- 
mentous engagements in history, but all 
accounts agree that it was the worst 
banned and worst fought of all Bon- 
iparte's victories. There were 60,000 
men engaged, and the loss was 17,000, 
r about 28 per cent. 
At the battle of 


Lusterlitz, which by many is considered 
Napoleon's most brilliant victory, the 
Trench and Austro-Russian armies num- 
jered 210,000 men, and the loss was 40,- 
00,or about 18 per cent. At Jewa-Auer- 
tadt there wete 325,000 men engaged, 
,nd the loss was 40,000, or about 12 per 
ent. At Borodino there were 170,000 
men in battle, and 80,000 were killed and 
wounded, amounting to more than 47 


cent. 
At Leipeio there were 500,000 


meu ia the battle which lasted three 
ays, and the Joss was 110,000, or 22 
ier cent. At Waterloo 140,000 
men 


vere engaged, nnd the loss was 40,000, 
>r 28 per cent. lu the Crimean war 
here were 125,000 men tit (he battle of 
rukermann, and the ciiHualties amounted 
0 25,000, or 20 per cent. At Magenta 
here were 225,000 men; the loss was 11 
>er cent, or about 25,000. 
At Solferino 


here were250,000,;and the loss was 40,- 
300 or 16 per cent. At Sndowa the 
instil e forces numbered 425,000, 
and 


0,000 or 16 par cent, were killed and 
wounded.
